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The Contract for the preparation of the plans for the projected new Army Med- 
ical Library and Museum has just been signed, at the direction of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army and by the authority of the Secretary of War. The firm of Eggers 
and Higgins will do the work, and if their recent activities in the creation of 
the Archives Building, the National Gallery of Art, and the Jefferson Memorial, 
are any criterion, a splendid institution should result, Up to the present no mon- 
ey has been appropriated for the building nor has the site been definitely select- 
ed, but it seems likely that preliminary sketches may be finished and the final se- 
lection of the location agreed upon within the next few months. Following this, 
Congress will be requested to provide the funds for carrying out the provisions of 
the law authorizing the erection of the building, passed by Congress in 1938, The 
Library and Museum authorities are at present in daily conference with the archi- 
tects on the details of the proposed building which is so urgently needed by the 
medical profession of this country. 

Thus is ended the first phase of the long effort to secure an adequate libra- 
ry to replace the obsolete structure which has been occupied since 1887. As far 
back as General Ireland's time it had been well known that something would have to 
be done, and indeed, plans had been approved some years ago to transfer the Libra- 
ry to the Army Medical Center, There was definite opposition to this from the 
medical profession who believed that although the Army Medical Library was a mili= 
tary institution under military control, it belonged to the nation. It seemed 
more fitting therefore that it should seek to fulfill this national role by re- 
maining in the educational and cultural heart of the city. 

In 1936 the One Hundredth Anniversary of the Library was celebrated in fit- 
ting manner, and Sir Humphry Rolleston of England, who had long been a friend of 
this Library, delivered the oration on the occasion, at which time he was made a 
Consultant to the Army Medical Library for life. 

After the celebration just referred to was over there began the stern task 
of organizing professional sentiment behind the Library in order to secure the new 
building. An impressive array of witnesses appeared before Congressional Conmit- 
tees the following year, and resolutions were adopted by numerous educational bod- 


ies and Medical Societies favoring the building of a new Library and Museum. Both
